7.  Technical Approach and Staffing.  The contractor shall provide seven individuals to conduct New Equipment Training

(NET) for an Operator/Operator Maintenance (OP) Course and a Unit/Direct Support Maintenance (UM/DS) Course on the

TFFT.  The Operator Course will not exceed 40 hours and the Maintenance Course will not exceed 80 hours.  The NET will

consist of a minimum of three training events and a maximum of 10 training events per year.

8.  The contractor shall insure that each of the instructors selected to participate in this NET project will:

9.  The Government reserves the right to remove any individual from an assignment under this contract for reasons of

non-qualification, incompetence, intoxication, controlled substance abuse, misconduct, security violation, or violation

of the Standards of Conduct defined in AR 600-50.  The TACOM NET Coordinator will brief all necessary personnel on the

required standards.
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10.  The Government will provide the contractor with the required training materials.  In addition to providing

instruction, contractor personnel will maintain and update all training materials required to conduct the NET for the

Operators Course and theUM/DS Maintenance Course.  Training materials are defined as:

    - A Program of Instruction (POI).

    - Performance based interactive training (PBIT) Computer Disks (CD's) to support the POI.  Contractor will not be

      required to update PBIT material.

    - Student Handouts

    - Any training aids needed (if required) to support NET.

    - Exit criteria for testing.

11.  All changes to NET training materials made by the contractor will require approval by the TACOM NET Coordinator

prior to implementation of the new material.  The TACOM NET Coordinator will review and return training material, with

comments, within 5 working days of receipt from the contractor, unless otherwise coordinated with the contractor.

12.  The contractor shall ensure that the TACOM NET Coordinator is kept informed of the quantities of training

materials on-hand.  The contractor is authorized to make reproductions of the training material, i.e., schematics, student

guides, instructor guides, slides, etc.  The contractor shall provide the TACOM NET Coordinator with a master copy of

all updated training materials.

13.  The contractor shall provide a total of two laptop computers with projectors for the purpose of proper multi-media

delivery of training materials.  The contractor shall leave a copy of all training materials with the post, camp or

station, FMO and the TACOM Logistics Assistance Representatives (LAR) during each NET.

14.  The contractor team coordinator/float instructor shall be available to attend all Net Material Introductor Briefings

(NMIB) as scheduled by the TFFT PM in support of the respective fielding schedule.  The Government will provide the

contractor advance notice of 30 days for scheduling of required travel in support of the NMIB.

15. All training schedules will be mutually agreed to between the TACOM NET Manager and the Gaining Unit FMO and the

Contractor team coordinator/float instructor.  The Contractor shall not made any changes to scheduled training without

the prior approval of the TACM NET Coordinator.

16. The contractor shall be required to instruct Army Reserve and Army National Guard personnel.  At times, the Guard

or Reserves shall require training on weekends or four 10 hour day classes.  The TACOM NET Coordinator will provide

notification to the contractor as these special circumstances warrant.  Usually a minimum of a two-week notification

will be provided the contractor when special training dates are required.

17. The contractor shall be responsible for the administration, operation and conduct of all persons employed to provide

services under this contract to include arranging, travel, passports, Visa, facility clearance, identification badges

and training for the instructors as required to provide services called for in this contract.

The team coordinator/float instructor or lead instructor for that training event will make

contact with the unit to be trained a minimum of 5 working days prior to the NET, to conduct initial coordination

and ensure everything is in order for classes to begin. If the required training materials, classrooms, audios/video

equipment, etc., are not available to begin the class, the contractor will notify the TACOM NET Manager immediately.

Contractor personnel will return all items borrowed during the conduct of the class immediately upon completion of

the training event.

The courtesy call may be made

telephonically or in person.  The TACOM NET Coordinator shall provide TACOM LAR phone numbers and addresses as required.

21.  The contractor is responsible for the clean up of the shop that was used to conduct the training and the classroom

training area.  The contractor instructors shall be cognizant of environmental and hazardous material regulations and

local policies at the training location.  In the event of an accident or incident involving hazardous material (HAZMAT)

9.  The Government reserves the right to remove any individual from an assignment under this contract for reasons of

non-qualification, incompetence, intoxication, controlled substance abuse, misconduct, security violation, or violation

of the Standards of Conduct defined in AR 600-50.  All required standards to be observed will be briefed, in advance,

by the TACOM NET Coordinator to individuals performing work necessary to meet the terms of this contract.

10.  The Contractor shall comply with the terms of this Contract and in strict accordance with applicable local

policies (Installation/Command/Unit/TACOM), Department of the Army (DA) documents and policies, Department of Defense
